During com- 
mencement exercises lour of the six remaining 
members of the first graduating class were honored 
on the 50th anniversary of their historic graduation 
from the William Jennings Bryan University. For- 
mer Dean of the college, Dwight W. Ryther, pre- 
sented a Golden Anniversary diploma to the '34 
grads who were present.

Logan Rector, vice president; R. Tibbs Maxey; and 
Mona Fieri, secretary-treasurer. Receiving their 
diplomas in absentia were Harriet Dunlap Treher 
and Marjorie Yancey Weaver. 

At the Golden Year reunion luncheon, which was 
held in Brock Hall i immediately following Com- 
mencement, schoolmates of the first eight years of 
Bryan’s existence shared their testimonies of how 
the Lord has worked in their lives and of some 
early ’’typical college Kid" experiences of life at 
Bryan. Members of the class of '34 who did not 
graduate from Bryan were presented certificates of 
merit for their participation in the Golden Year 
celebration.

ANGLEA ’84 CHOSEN 

John Thomas Anglea '84, most 
often called "Tom" or "Tommy," 
was chosen by the faculty to re- 
ceive the Alumni Faithfulness 
and Loyalty award. The faculty 
selected Tom for this distinction 
because he "upholds the purpose 
and lifestyle of Bryan College in 
word and in practice, supports 
the programs of the college by 
faithful attendance and participa- 
tion, and promotes the cause of the college by en- 
couraging others to share in college life." He has 
also rendered volunteer service to Bryan in student 
development and recruitment. 

This is the first year the Alumni Association has 
sponsored the award, which is the current 
graduates' counterpart to the "Alumnus of the 
Year" award, given to a distinguished alumnus of 
more than five years after graduation from Bryan. 
Besides meeting the criteria lor receiving the 
alumni award, Tom was selected as Br-yarUs -firs* 
Rhodes Scholarship candidate, and at 6' 7" was a 
leader on the basketball team starting at forward 
for his junior and senior years. 

Tom will be working at a basketball camp at the 
University of Iowa this summer and then taking up 
a full-time teaching position at Worthington 
Christian School in Ohio this fall.

FIRST STUDENT RETURNS 

Amy Cartright Robinson x’34, the first student 
enrolled at Bryan, was on campus for her class's 
Golden Year Anniversary reunion. Perhaps more to 
Mrs. Robinson's credit than her being the first 
enrol lee is the fact that she selected the name of 
Bryan's yearbook. An even greater contribution was 
made by Amy as editor of the first Commoner, 
which was published in the spring of 1931. 

The daughter of Rev. N. Rhea Cartright, pastor 
of what was then called the Southern Methodist 
Church in Dayton, Amy repeated her testimony at 
Commencement along with the class of 1984, telling 
how she was brought to the Lord at a revival 
meeting. Her life's verse is Romans 8:28. 

Because of Mrs. Robinson's activity in the Day- 
ton community and because of her family's long his- 
tory in Rhea county (the county was named for her 
grandfather), her presence drew wide attention. As 
the result of an interview with a reporter from the 
Chattanooga News-Free Press who greeted her at 
the airport, her story appeared on the front page of 
that papers —Sunday edition, complete with a 
full-color photograph of Amy holding her 1931 
Commoner. 

The Bryan college community will long remem- 
ber the visit of Amy Cartright Robinson, Bryan's 
first student, first Commoner editor, and now 
distinguished alumna.
